These numbers do not include the insane wandering at large 
or those residing in private dwellings, with the exception of such 
cases as are under the care of the Lord Chancellor, i.e., Chancery 
patients. 

As stated in previous reports, the total' number of the insane 
under care, after increasing every year for 51 years, decreased in 
1915, and again in 1916 and 1917, the decreases amounting to 
77, 337, and 874 respectively. A still greater decrease took 
place in 1918, when it amounted to 1,025, so that the total de- 
crease during the four years mentioned amounted to 2,313, or 
an average of 578 per annum. 

The reduction in 1918 took place in the District and Criminal 
Asylums and the Workhouses, where the decreases amounted to 
782, 2, and 261, respectively, while in the Private Asylums and 
Mental Hospitals, there was an increase of 17, and the single 
Chancery patients in unlicensed houses increased by 3, making 
the net reduction, as already stated, 1,025. 

This reduction was not due to any lessening of the admission 
rate in the District Asylums, which actually increased in 1918, 
but to a heavy death rate. 

This rate, which in the District Asylums amounted to 7.8 
per cent., of the average number of patients resident in 1915, 
increased to 8.1 per cent, in 1916, and again to 10,5 per cent, in 
1917, while in 1918 it still further increased to 11.1 percent. 

The reduction in numbers was somewhat greater in the case 
of the males than in that of the females, being 608 in the former, 
as compared with 417 in the latter case. 

Prom the Table in Appendix A, it will be seen that the numbers 
in District and Auxiliary Asylums at the end of 1918 showed an 
increase of 11,075 on the numbers at the end of 1880, the corres- 
ponding increase in the Private Asylums and Mental Hospitals 
being 339, while the numbers in Workhouses and the Central 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum showed a reduction at the end of 1918, 
as compared with 1880 of 1,661 and 12, respectively. 

We have so far dealt with the number of the insane in institu- 
tions or otherwise brought under official registration, but as 
already stated this does not include all the insane in the country, 
as a number reside in then' own homes or with relatives, or are 
wandering at large. The general Census is the only means by 
which we can ascertain the number of the latter classes, who, at 
the last Census, amounted to 4,044, or approximately 14 per 
cent, of the total.

— T he figures in this Table may vary in some instances from 
those given in former or subsequent Reports, as the population is estima- 
ted officially to the middle of each of the years between those in which 
the Census is taken, and is afterwards subject to revision. 

From this Table it will be seen that the number of the insane 
under care has increased from 268 per 100,000 of the average 
estimated population in the quinquennium 1880-1884, to C22 per 
100,000 in 1918, but that the numbers have decreased in the last 
three years. 

ADMISSIONS. 

The total admissions to the District and Private Asylums and 
Mental Hospitals during 1918 numbered 3,493 as compared with 
3 444 in 1917, the numbers in the case of the District Asylums 
having increased by 32, and in the case of the Private Asylum.s 
and Mental Hospitals by 17, making a total increase of 49 as 
compared with the previous year. As already noted, therefore, 
the decrease in the numbers remaining at the end of 1918, as 
compared Avith 1917, Avas not due to any reduction in the 
number of admissions. 
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THE WAR AND THE ADMISSION RATE. 

There has again in 1918 been an increase as compared with 
the previous year in the proportion of the admissions to District 
Auxiliary, and Private Asylums and Mental Hospitals attributed 
to mental stress. In oases in which such stress was considered 
to be the chief cause the proportion increased from 13.59 to 
14 per cent., while amongst those in which it was in any degree 
a factor the percentages were 20 and 21-6 per cent., respectively. 

The numbers of civilian oases of insanity admitted to the same 
institutions in the causation of which the war is considered to 
have played a direct part are shown in the following Table. 
In these also there has been an increase in the totals as compared 
with 1917

There has been a decrease in the number under both heads, 
hut especially amongst the non-expeditionary cases. Eii-st 
attack cases are again in excess. 

The admissions attributed to alcohol again show a diminu- 
tion, and are well below the pre-war rate. ' Cases in which 
alcohol was the chief cause form only 5 . 2 per cent, of the total 
admissions, and those in which it played any part at all a little 
over 6.4 per cent., the figures for 1917 being 6.88 and 9.41 per 
cent., respectively. 


Sources of Maintenance. 

The insane inmates resident in the various institutions 
throughout Ireland on 31st December, 1918, were supported from 
the following sources. Of the 19,742 patients in District and 
Auxiliary Asylums, 1,047 contributed wholly or partly to their 
support ; 358 criminal lunatics located in these Institutions were 
maintained out of State funds ; and the remainder were main- 
tained partly out of the Government Grant and partly out of the 
Local Rates. The 961 patients in Private Licensed Houses and 
Mental Hospitals were supported entirely out of private funds; 
the 165 inmates of Dundrum Asylum were maintained at Govern- 
ment expense ; whilst the 1, 852 insane residents in Workhouses 
were supported by the Poor Rate. 
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Ditstrid. and Amciliary Asylums. 


DISTRICT AND AUXILIARY ASYLUMS. 

Statistics, &c. 

There are 24 District Asylums in addition to the Auxiliary 
Asylum at Youghal, but Portrane is a second Asylum for the 
same District as the Richmond, and it is, therefore, included 
under the statistics for the latter. A list of the District Asylums, 
giving the name of the Resident Medical Superintendent m each 
case, will be found in Appendix G. 

On the 31st December, 1918, there were in these institutions 
19 742 patients (10,438 males and 9,304 females). The numbers 
remaining on the 31st December, 191 1 . were Males, 10,957 ; 
females, 9,567 ; total, 20,524 ; showing a decrease of 782 dur ng 
the year 1918, the males having decreased by 519 and the females 
by 263. 

The daily average number resident in all these institutions 
during 1918 amounted to 20.178 (10,720 males and 9,458 females) 
as compared with 20,860 (11,222 males and 9,638 females) in 1917. 


Admissions. 

The admissions numbered 3,167 (1,683 males and 1,484 females). 
Of these, 2,503 (1,321 males and 1,182 females) were admitted 
for the first time ; while 664 (362 males and 302 females) had 
previously been under care. 

The following Table shows the number of first admissions and 
re-admissions to the District and Auxiliary Asylums and the pro- 
portion in each case per 100,000 of the general population.

As this Table shows, the admissions during 1918 numbered 
32 more than in 1917, the first admissions having increased by 
27 and the re-admissions by 6. 


In fourteen of the Asylums (Youghal Auxihary being grouped 
as one with Cork and Portrane as one with Richmond) there 
was an increase in the number of admissions as compared with 
1917 ; and in nine Asylums the number decreased. 

Of the total cases admitted to District and Auxiliary Asylums 
during the year, 1,236 were admitted under the forms prescribed 
by the Statutory Regulations ; 34 were transferred from Dun- 
drum Criminal Lunatic Asylum or from Prisons by Order of the 
Lord Lieutenant ; 58 were admitted under the provisions of 

the Army Act, 1881, see. 91 ; 2 were admitted under the pro- 
visions of the Naval Enlistment Act, 1884, sec. 3 ; 1,824 were 
committed as dangerous lunatics, under the Act 30 and 31 Vic., 
cap. 118, sec. 10 ; and 13 were admitted from Scotland under 
warrants, in pursuance of the 6th Section of the Poor Law (Scot- 
land) Act, 1898. 


Discharges. 

The total number of patients discharged during the year was 
1,689, viz., 936 males and 753 females. Of these, 1,185 (617 
males and 568 females) were discharged recovered ; showing an 
increase of 3 on the number for the previous year. The 
percentage of recoveries on the admissions was 37-4, be'ng O' 3 
per cent, lower than that for the previous year. 

The numbers removed unrecovered by friends or sent to 
Workhouses amounted to 504 (319 males and 185 females) ,a 
decrease of 8 on the numbers for the previous year. 
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Escapes. 

Dui’ijig the year seventeen patients (all males) eseaped and were 
not retaken, viz., one each from Antrim, Armagh, Ballinasloe, 
Eownpatrick, Limerick, Richmond, tSligo, and Yonghal Auxiliary 
Asylums, two from Belfast, three from Maryborough, and four 
from Cork Asylum. 


Deaths. 

The number of deaths during the year was 2,243, viz. : — 1,24!) 
amongst the males, and 994 amongst the females. This show's 
an increase of 52 on the numbers for the previous year, the 
males having increased by 23, and the females by 29 . The 
general death-rate per cent, of the daily average number resident 
was 11.1, viz.: — 11.7 amongst the males, and 10.5 amongst 
the females. The general rate was 0.6 per cent, higher than 
that for the previous year — the rate in the case of the males 
being 0.8 higher, and in the case of the females 0.5 higher. 
The highest and lowest death rates during 1918 occurred in 
Belfast and Sligo Asylums, respectively. The highest rate, 
19.7 per cent, in the former was 4.3 per cent, higher than the 
corresponding rate in the previous year, viz. : — 15.4 per cent, 
in the same Asylum, w'hilst the lowest rate, 0.7 per cent., was 
0.6 higher than that of the previous year, viz. : — 6.1 in the 
Ennis Asylum. 


In our last Report we commented on the great increase in 
the death rate which took place in 1917, and this increase has 
not only been maintained, but somew'hat exceeded in 1918. 

Iii the Report referred to this high rate of mortality was attri- 
buted to two causes, viz., 1st a long continued spell of cold and 
inclement weather accompanied by an outbreak of influenza, 
and 2nd, the adverse effect of the war on the food and other 
supplies. As the same causes operated in 1918, a reduction of 
the heavy death rate could scarcely bo expected. 

It is to bo noted that eorresi)onding increases in the rates 
of mortality in English and iScotch Asylums occurred in the 
years mentioned.

Suicides and Deaths from Misadventure, etc., in District 
Asylums. 

The number of deaths under this heading during the year was 
seven, viz. : — three from suicide ; three from misadventure, and 
one from injuries inflicted by a fellow patient. In the previous 
year the number was also seven, viz., two from suicide, three 
from misadventure, and two from injuries inflicted by fellow- 
patients. 

One of the seven which occurred in 1918 was a case of stran- 
gulated hernia, and tlio particulars of the other six cases are as 
follows : — 

Suicides . 

In Armagh Asylum a male patient escaped and placed his 
head in front of a moving train on the adjoining railway line, 
thereby sustaining a fracture of the skull, to which he succumbed 
two days afterwards. 

In Clonmel Asylum a female patient hanged herself by fastening 
an apron to a window sash in the laundry. 
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In Omagh Asylum a female patient escaped and was found 
drowned in the adjoining river some time after. 


Deaths eeom Misadventure. 

In Waterford Asylum attendants were applying spirit of 
camphor to a male patient, when he knocked over a lamp held 
by one of them. The lighted part of the lamp dropped out and 
set fire to the spirit, thus inflicting burns on the patient which 
proved fatal twelve days after. 

In the same Asylum a male patient who was in a debilitated 
state of health escaped during the night, and his dead body 
was found the following day in a shaUow dram near the asylum, 
death having been caused by exposure. 


Death by Homicide. 

In Castlebar Asylum a patient was kicked on the penis by a 
fellow-patient, the injury causing gangrene and septicaemia, 
to which the patient succumbed some days after. 

Inquiries on oath were held by us regarding the majority of 
these cases, and reports thereon were duly forwarded to the 
respective Committees of Management, embodying such comments 
and suggestions as the circumstances of each case appeared to 
call for. 


Autopsies. 

In 104 cases the cause of death was verified by post-moHcm 
examination, as against 156 for the previous year a decrease 
of 62. 


Receipts and Expenditure. 

The expenditure incurred in the maintenance of the patients 
in District Asylums during the financial year ending 31st March, 
1918, is shown in Table XIV. (Appendix B.). 

From this Table it will be seen that the total cost of maintaining 
these Institutions, including the repayments in respect of loans 
for building works, purchase of land, and other capital charges, 
was £862,166 10s. 9d. for the year. 

Excluding the loan repayments above referred to, which 
amounted to £75,838 6s. Id., the gross amount expended on the 
actual maintenance of the patients was £786,327 4s. 8d, 
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The receipts during the year were as follows : £638,264 I 5 . od. 
was paid out of Local Rates ; the Government paid 
£184,449 QS. 5i. out of the Local Taxation Account, by way of 
Capitation Grant, in pursuance of the 58th Section (sub-section 
(2). (c) of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, and a further 
Government contribution amounting to £15,530 IO 5 . 5d. was 
made in respect of the full cost of maintenance of Criminal 
Lunatic^ during the previous year, in pursuance of Section 3 of 
the Act 1 Ed. VII., cap. 17. Sums amounting to £125 I 5 . 4^^, 
in all were received from private sources in relief of the vote for 
the maintenance of such lunatics. Miscellaneous receipts, such 
as sales of farm and garden produce, sales of offal and old stores, 
fines on attendants, interest allowed by Bank, etc., produced 
£29,309 35. 10^^., while sums amounting to £23,127 175. Id. were 
contributed by the relatives of patients, or out of their own 
private property. 

All the foregoing figures refer to the District Asylums, and do 
not take into account the Auxiliary Asylum at Youghal, which 
contained an average number of 389 patients ditring the year, 
and the receipts and expenditure on behalf of which are shown 
at foot of Table XIV. (Apjiendix B.). When these are taken 
into consideration, the total expenditure on the District and 
Auxiliary Asylums, including the repayments of loans for building 
works, etc., amounts to £874,131 14s. 3c^., and the gross expendi- 
ture on maintenance, excluding the loan repayments refeiT id to, 
amounts to £796,687 I 85 . Id. 

The addition of the sum levied off the Cork District for the 
Auxiliary Asylum (£11,995 135. Zd.) raises the total amount paid 
out of Local Rates to £650,259 145. 8cZ. ; the addition of the 
Capitation Grant paid out of the Local Taxation Account in 
respect of the patients in the Auxiliary (£1,821 18s. M.) raises 
the total amount of the Grant to £186,271 4s. \d. ; and the 
addition of the Miscellaneous Receipts in the case of the Auxi- 
liary (£243 3s. 4^d.) raises the total of these receipts to 
£29 552 7s. 2d. 

As explained in previous Reports, the amount available to 
credit of the Local Taxation Account, in each financial year since 
1910-11, was insufficient to meet the charges against it, and the 
payments thereout w^ere consequently abated, in pursuance of 
the provisions of Section 58 (sub-section 5) of the Local Govern- 
ment ^Ireland) Act, 1898. The amount available was again 
insufficient to meet the charges against the Account in the finan- 
cial year 1917-18. The full amount of the Capitation Grant 
certified as pavable in aid of the maintenance of pauper lunatics 
in aU the District and Auxiliary Asylums during that year was

£186,271 4s. Id., being an abatement at the rate of 12-27 per 
cent.

The increase in the gross cost (1 (a)) in the case of the District 
Asylums amounted to £5 Zs. lOrf., and in the net cost (2 (ci) to 
£5 12-s. Zd. per patient. 

These increases were due to the further great advance in the 
cost of supplies which took place owing to the war.

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The Ivghest gross average cost per patient in the District 
Asy urns, including loan repayments, was in the case of the 
Letterkenny Asylum, where it amounted to £52 Os. ill., and the 
highest net average, excluding loan repayments and deducting 
receipts from paying patients, and other miscellaneous receipts, 
was also in the case of the Letterkenny Asylum, where the 
amount was £43 15s. 8cL 

The lowest gross average cost in the District Asylums, in- 
cluding loan repayments, was in the case of Killarney Asylum, 
in which the amount was £32 los. Od. ; and the lowest net 
average, excluding loan repayments, and deducting receipts 
from paying patients, and other miscellaneous receipts, was 
in Carlow Asylum, the amount being £30 19s. id. 


Gbneeal Condition and Accommodation. 

The year 1918 was undoubtedly the most trying w'ithin modern 
times to all concerned in the management of the District As^dums, 
oiving, firstly, to the great difficulty experienced in obtaining 
food, fuel, and other supplies, in consequence of the ivar ; secondly 
to two severe epidemics of influenza of a virulent type, one in 
July and August, and the other at the end of the year ; and tfiirdly, 
to the subordinate staffs being affected by the general unrest 
in the labour world. The last-mentioned resulted in demands 
being made for higher pay^ and shorter hours, and, for the first 
time in the history of these -A.sylums, strikes took place amongst 
the subordinate staffs of several of them. 

Practically all building w'orks and structural improvements 
have been suspended in consecpience of the war, so that no 
important progress has been made at any of the Asylums during 
the year. 

The follow'ing is a short summary of the condition of each : — 

Antrim. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in excellent 
order. Two severe outbreaks of influenza occurred, one early 
in the year, lasting up to June, and the second continuing from 
August to November, while the death-rate during the year rose 
to 16 per cent, of the average number resident. 

Aemagh. — This Asylum has been maintained in fair order, 
but an improvement in some of the beds is called for. We have 
again directed the attention of the Committee of Management 
to the necessity for instituting sy^stematio fire-drill. An out- 
break of influenza occurred tow'ards the end of the ymar. The 
death-rate in the institution amounted to 14.5 per cent, of the 
average number resident. 
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XIX 


Ballinasloe. — This Asj'lum continues to be greatly over- 
crowded. It has been kept clean and in fair order, but stands in 
need of repainting. Many of the mattresses require to be re- 
npholstered. Notwithstanding that there were many cases of 
enteric fever, influenza, tonsillitis, and d.iarrhoea during the year 
the death-rate was only 7.7 per cent of the average number 
resident, 

Belfast. The 400 patients who had been temporarily main- 
tained at the Workhouse were all transferred to Purdysburn 
during the year, so that the entire institution is now located there, 
in admirable surroundings. Unfortunately the death-rate 
(19.7 per cent, of the average number resident) -was the highest of 
all the District ’Asylums during the year. An epidemic of influ- 
enza occurred here, as elsewhere, and there -were also some 
cases of cellulitis and erysipelas. The Institution continued to 
be maintained in excellent ordei-. 

('AELOtv. — Although somewhat overcrowded, this Asylum has 
been maintained in excellent order. An outbreak of influenza 
took place in October and November. The death-rate during 
the year was above the average, being 1,3.7 per cent, of the 
average number resident. 


Castlebar. — Owing to a heavy death-rate the number of 
patients in this Asylum has been considerably reduced, but the 
buildings are still overoro-wded. The institution, however, con- 
tinued to be maintained in excellent order. 

Towards the end of the year a large number of cases of influenza 
of a virulent type occurred, and the death-rate rose to 14.3 per 
cent, of the average number resident. 

Clonmel. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in good 
order, although, as pointed out in previous Reports, the old male 
building provides very unsuitable accommodation. An out- 
break of influenza occurred in November and December, and 
the death-rate rose to 13.2 per cent, of the average numlier 
•resident. 

Cork. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in good order, 
but the exteriors of some parts of the buildings stand greatly 
in need of repainting, and some of the mattresses require to 
be re-upholstered. We have pointed out to the Committee of 
Management that emergency exits in the case of Are are required 
on the uiaper floor of the hospital, and at two of the Divisions 
A considerable number of oases of enteric fever occurred during 
the year, and there rvere also some cases of influenza in November 
and December, 

B 2 
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Youghal Auxiliary.— This Institution continues to be maui- 
tained in excellent order, but the water supply is at times in- 
sufficient. A severe outbreak of influenza took place in November 
and December, and the death-rate during the year continued to 
be extremely high, being over 20 per cent, of the average number 
resident. 

Dowxp-ATRIOK. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in 
excellent order. Many cases of influenza occurred during the 
year, the heaviest outbreak being in August. The death-rate 
was 11 -6 per cent, of the average number resident, which is very 
slightly above the general average of all the Asylums. 

Eifjjis.—This Asydum continues to be greatly overcrow’ded, 
but has nevertheless been maintained in good order. The pro- 
posed conversion of Tulla Workhouse building into an Auxiliary 
Asylum for the District still remains in abeyance. 

An outbreak of influenza occurred in Juty and August and 
another more serious one in November and December. 

Enniscokty. — This Asylum has been maintained in good 
order. More papers, magazines, and books for the use of the male 
patients are, how'ever, required. tVn outbreak Of influenza 
occurred in November, but the death-rate remained exactly the 
same as in the previous year, viz., 11- 9 per cent, of the average 
number resident, which is slightly above the general average 
for all the Asylums during 1918. 

Kilkenxy. — The condition of this Asylum has, on the whole, 
been satisfactory. More attention should, however, be given to the 
provision of means of recreation for the patients, and the service 
of the meals requires to be accelerated. .Eire drill has been insti- 
tuted, but the pressure of w'ater continues to be unsatisfactory. 
Cases of influenza occurred throughout the entire year, but the 
heaviest outbreak took place in November, and the death-rate, 
which w'as S- 1 per cent, of the average number resident in 1917, 
rose to 14-0 per cent, in 1918. 

KiLLABJfEY. — -This Asylum has been maintained in a satis- 
factory condition, a number of improvements having been carried 
out during the year. The death-rate fell slightly, being 9-4 per 
cent, of the average number resident, a rate which is 1 ■ 7 per cent, 
below the general average of all the Asylums. 

Lettebkesny. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in 
good order, although the supply of papers and books for the use of 
the patients is still scanty. Here, as elsewhere, many cases 
of influenza occurred, the heaviest outbreak being in July. 
Notwithstanding this, however, the death-rate, which was 10'4 
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per cent, of the average number resident in 1917, fell to 8' 4 
per cent, in 1918, which was 2' 7 irer cent, lower than the general 
average for the latter year. 

Li.mekiok. — This Asylum has been maintained in good order, 
although, as stated in previous Reports, many improvements in 
the older parts of the institution are called for. A few’ cases 
of dysentery appeared in the earlier part of the year, and there 
were a number of cases of influenza in July. The death-rate, 
which was 10 per cent, of the average number resident during 
the year was slightly lower than that for the previous year 
and was 1 • 1 per cent, lower than the general average in 1918. 

.Londonderry. — This Asylum, as usual, has been maintained 
in excellent order. Some oases of influenza occurred in December, 
and the death-rate (13' 9 per cent, of the average number resident) 
was above the average. 

Mabyborodgh. — The condition of this Asylum has not been 
altogether satisfactory. Improvements are called for in the 
dietary (which is deficient in fats) ; the service of the meals ; 
the means of recreation for the patients ; and the beds and bedding. 
The buildings are in need of repainting, w’hen circumstances 
permit. Influenza was prevalent throughout the greater part 
of the year, a large number of cases having occurred in October 
and November. The death-rate rose to 14-2 per cent, of the 
average number resident, a rate w'liich is 3'1 per cent, above 
the general average for all the Asylums. 

Monaghan. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in 
excellent order. A reduction in the number of patients has taken 
place, but the Institution is still overcrowded. The extension of 
the administrative departments remains in abeyance. A con- 
siderable number of cases of influenza, erysipelas, and enteric 
fever occurred during the year, the outbreak of influenza being 
very severe in November and December. The death-rate 
w’hich was only 7 per cent, of the average number resident in 

1917, rose to 13 per cent, in 1918. We have suggested to the 
Committee of Management that a now dairy should be provided, 
as the present dairy is badly situated, w'ith the result that the 
milk supplied to the patients is frequently sour. 

Mullingar. — This Asylum continues to be maintained in good 
order, and the overcrowding has been somewhat lessened by a 
reduction in the number of patients. Some oases of enteric 
fever occurred during the year, and, in connection therewith, 
w’e have recommended the Committee of Management to remove 
the dairy from its present position, which is considered insanitary. 

The buildings require repainting, as .soon as work of this 
nature can be undertaken. The death rate (10' 9 per cent, of 
the average number resident) was almost the same as in the 
previous year, and was slightly below the general average for 

1918. 
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Omagh, — This Asylum continued to be maintained in excellent 
order. A serious outbreak of enteric fever, however, occurred 
during the year, culminating in June and July, and there was 
also an epidemic of influenza in July and August, but notwith- 
standing these outbreaks, the death-rate was slightly below the 
general average, being 10.8 per cent, of the average number^ 
resident during the jmar. 

Richmond.— This Asyliun continues to be maintained in ex- 
cellent order, and a good deal of useful work was done during 
the year, including the extension of some of the farm buildings, 
the re-making of roads, the concreting of passages and the erection 
of an addition to the gate-keeper’s lodge. Some cases of 
erysipelas and dysentery appeared during the year, and two 
outbreaks of influenza occurred, one in July, and the other in 
October and November. Notwithstanding this, Jiowever, the 
death-i'ate in this Asylum and Portrane taken together was 
low, being only 8.6 per cent, of the average number resident 
during the year. 

PoKTKANE. — This Asylum has been maintained in good order, 
but a considerable amount of repainting and repairs to plastering 
is required, as soon as w'ork of this nature can bo taken in hand. 
Some of tire nrattresses also require to bo re-upholstered. In 
this Asylum also two outbreaks of influenza occurred, the first 
in July and August, and the second iir November, but, as already 
stated, the death-rate in the two Asylums for the District grouped 
together was lorv. 

Sligo. — This Asylum has been maintained on the whole in 
fair order, although a great part of the institution requires to 
* be repainted or distempered, and the plaster of many of the 
walls etc., requires to be repaired, as soon as such work. is feasible. 
Means of amusement for the patients are much needed, and the 
service of the meals still calls for improvement. ’ The institution 
continues to be greatly overcrowded, and stands in need of addi- 
tional sanitary accommodation, observation dormitories, and 
an electric tell-tale clock system for recording the performance 
of the duties of the night staff. An outbreak of influenza occurred 
in July and August, and a second milder one in December, but 
the death -ratq was only 6.7 per cent, of the average number 
resident during the year, being the low'est of all the District 
Asylums. 

Wateefobd. — This Asylum continues' to be maintained in 
excellent order, but we have felt obliged to call the attention 
of the Committee of Management to the inadequacy of the 
pressure of w'ater in case of fire, and to the necessity of instituting 
regular fire-drill. In "this Asylum as in the majority of the 
others, two severe outbreaks of influenza occurred during the 
year, the first in July and August, and the second in November 
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and December, but the death-rate was only 7.6 per cent, of the 
average number resident, which was 3.5 per cent, below the 
general average of all the Asylums. 

A.SVLTJM Faems. 

During the year some additional land was rented or purchased 
at the Carlow, Castlebar, Downpatrick, Letterkenny, and Omagh 
Asylums, and some corrections in the acreage of the famis 
attached to Euniscorthy and Mullingar Asylums were made. 
The entire Belfast Asylum has now been transferred to Purdys- 
burn, where some additional laud has been acquired, while the 
estate and buildings in the city are no longer used as a District 
Asylum. 

The net result of these changes, as will be seen by Table XIU, 
Appendix B, is to show an increase of the area of laud attached, 
to all the Asylums from 4,064 acres, 2 roods, 31 perches to 4,132 
acres, 2 roods, 22-J perches. 

ClKOULAE. 

In Appendix F. will be found a Circular conveying a legal 
opinion that a war bonus paid to an established officer or servant 
is part of his or her salary or w'ages and emoluments, within 
the meaning of section 16 of the A,sylums Officers Superannuation 
Act, 1909, and is, therefore, to be taken into account in computing 
superannuation allowances under that Act. 

Staff. 

Two notable changes have taken place in the personnel of 
the medical staffs owing to the retirement, on superannuation 
in 1919, of Dr. Thomas Drapes and Dr. Charles E. Hetheringtou, 
the Medical Superintendents of the Enniscorth 5 ' and Londonderry 
Asj'lums, respectively. These two officers were, with one 
exception, by many years the seniors in the service, both having 
entered it in 1872, the former as Visiting Physician, and the 
latter as Assistant Medical Officer. During their tenure of 
office the Asylums administered by them were conducted with 
uniform success, and both showed not only a whole-hearted zeal 
for the welfare of the insane under their care, but also high 
administrative and professional ability. Their kindness endeared 
tJu'in to patients and staff alike, and both have always been - 
held in the iiighest esteem by their medical breWiren. It is with 
sincere regret that we have to record the unexpected death of 
Dr. Drapes a few months after his retirement. 

Dr. Hetherington has been succeeded by Dr. John Watson, 
the Assistant Medical Officer, who. has returned from service 
in file Royal Army Medical Corps, during which he won the 
Military Cross, V’hile Dr. Hiigli T. J. Kennedy has been appointed 
to the post vacated by .Dr. Drapes, after 22 years service as 
A,ssistant Medical Officer. 
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THE STATE CRIMINAL LUNATIC ASYLUM, DUNDRUM. 

The number of patients resident in Dundrum Asylum at the 
end of 1918was 105, viz. : — 142 males and 23 females, as compared 
with 148 males and 19 females at the end of 1917, thus showing 
a decrease of 2 patients during the year 1918. 

The admissions (13) during the year numbered 4 less than 
in 1917, while the discharges numbered 8, as compared with 
4 in the previous year. 

There were seven deaths during the year, all amongst the 
males, and all from natural causes. 

Of the 13 cases admitted, 0 were found insane on arraignment ; 

3 were found guilty, but insane when the crimes with which 
they were charged were committed ; and 4 convicts, having 
become insane whilst undergoing sentences of penal servitude, 
were transferred to the Asylum. 

The inmates remaining on the 31st December, 1918, w'ere classi- 
fied as follows : — 126 (109 males and 17 females) were found 
insane on arraignment, and incapable of pleading ; 21 (18 males 
and 3 females) were acquitted on the ground of insanity, dr a 
special verdict of guilty but insane was returned ; while 18 (15 
males and 3 females) were certified to bo insane while undergoing 
sentence of imprisonment or penal servitude. 

There were no escapes or serious casualties during the year, 
but cases of influenza occurred from August, and there was also 
an epidemic of septic sores wdiich, however, were common iii the 
neighbourhood. 

The net average cost of maintenance during the financial year 
1917-18 W'as £67 11s. Td. per patient, as compared with 

£53 19s. 3tl. in the previous year — showdng an increase of 
£13 12s. id. 

These figures do not, however, include expenditure on buildings, 
furniture, fuel, light, stationery, printing, postage or super- 
annuation allow'ances, which is borne on other votes. 

The statistics relating to the Asylum will be found in 
Appendix C. 

PERSONS OF UNSOUND MIND IN IRISH 
WORKHOUSES. 

On the 31st December, 1918, the persons of unsound mind in 
Irish Workhouses (exclusive of those maintained under the 9th 
Sec. of the Act 38 and 39 Viet., cap. 67, who are included in the 
population of the District Asylums), numbered 1,852, viz. ; — 
738 males and 1,114 females. 
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On the 31st December, 1917, the numbers were : — males 826, 
females 1,287 ; total 2,113 — showing a decrease of 261, the 
males having decreased bj' 88, and the females b}>- 173 during 
the year. 

As explained in our last Report, about 400 of the Belfast District 
Asylum patients were temporarily accommodated in separate 
blocks at Belfast Workhouse, in order to set free the old asylum 
buildings for use as a War Hospital. During the year 1918, 
however, accommodation was f o und for these oases at Purdj^sburn 
to which they were then transferi-ed, so that the numbers boarded 
out under contracts in piursuance of the 9th section of the Act 
38 & 39 Vic, cap., 67, were again reduced, as the following Table 
giving the numbers remaining on 31st December, 1918, shows : —

The mentally affected inmates of the majority of the Work- 
houses visited by us during the year rvere comfortably clothed, 
and seemed upon the whole to be well looked after, though 
the clothing of the male patients was in some oases unsatisfactory. 
The accommodation, however, frequently left a good deal to be 
desired, and in a few oases was bad. 

Straw ticks were still in use in some of the -Institutions, and 
in several there was a decided lack of cleanhness, while in one or 
two, conditions were found which were the reverse of creditable. 

The sanitary accommodation was in many cases unsatisfactory, 
whilst the bathing arrangements were frequently poor. 

The dietary scales upon the whole appeared to be fairly 
adequate. 

The number of insane inmates in each Workhouse throughout 
Ireland is shown in Appendix E., which includes the 5 cases 
above referred to.

Ill pureuance of the provisions of the Acts 5 & 6 Viol cap. 123 
section 35, and 8 <fc 9 Vic., cap. 107, section 23, wo have the 
honour to report that the number of Hoirses licensed for the re- 
ception of insane persons and Mental Hospitals has been reduced 
by two — Hartfield House having been closed, as explained 
hereafter, rvhile Woodbine Lodge has also been closed, owing to 
the death of the Lioencee, so that there are now ten Licensed 
Houses, (treating Parnham House and Maryville as one) and 
four Mental Hospitals, (treating St. Patrick’s Hospital and its 
branch establishment, St. Edmundsbury, as one). 

On the 31st December, 1918, the number of patients resident 
in Licensed Houses and Mental Hospitals was 961, of whom 
439 Avere males and 522 females. These figures show an increase 
of 17 of the number resident on the 31st December 1917— the 
males having increased by 4 and the females by 13. 
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As will be seen by the Table in Appendix A, the inmates of 
these Institutions, while showing some fluctuations, have steadily 
increased in number since 1880, when the total amounted to 
622, as against 961 at the end of 1918, the average increase in the 
intervening period being at the rate of almost nine per annum. 

The number of admissions in 1918 was 326, viz. : — 154 males 
and 172 females. 

The admissions during 1918 showed a net increase of 17, as 
compared with the number for 1917, the males having decreased 
by 8, while the females increased by 26. 

The following Table shows the number of first admissions and 
re-admissions to the Private Asylums and Mental Hospitals.

As this Table shows the first admissions increased while the 
re-admissions decreased in 1918 as compared with 1917, the 
increase of the former amounting to 31 and the decrease of the 
latter to 14. 

The number discharged in 1918 was 240 (112 males and 128 
females), as compared with 204 (101 males and 103 females), in 
1917. 

The deaths in 1918 numbered 69 (38 males and 31 females), 
as compared with 84 (46 males and 38 females) in 1917, 
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Tlie percentage of recoveries on admissions during 1918 was 
36' 2 as compared with 32 ’0 in the previous year, while the 
percentage of deaths on the approximate average number resident 
was 7*2 as compared vdth 9'0 in 1917. 

No suicides or fatal accidents occurred in any of thesQ insti- 
tutions during the year, but we deemed it necessary to hold 
an incpiiry on oath into the circumstances of one case of death 
from acute delirious mania and cardiac failure. 

In this case the patient was admitted to Hartfield House 
Private Asylum in an acutely maniacal state, and, as the result 
of unskilful attempts to restrain him, he sustained extensive 
bruises and abrasions. He was confined in a strait jacket, and, 
without the knowledge of the medical officer, tied down to a bed 
by sheets, his feet being at the same time strapped together. 
The last mentioned is contrary to the Regulations on the sub- 
ject of mechanical restraint. The patient Avas kept in Hartfield 
House for two days only, and was then transferred to Farnham 
House Private Asylum, where he died a fortnight later. 

The facts of this case and of others in Hartfield House in 
which the patients had not received proper care and treatment, 
and of a further case in which a patient suffering from delirium 
tremens was admitted without being certified under the Private 
Lunatic Asylums (Ireland) Act, 1842, were reported to Your 
Lordship, and Your Lordship, after giving the licencee a hearing, 
allowed him a little over three months to dispose of his interest 
in the House, intimating that the licence would be revoked at 
the end of that period if a satisfactory arrangement was not 
made in the meantime. The patients were, however, all removed 
elsewhere by April, 1919, when the house ceased to be used as 
a Private Asylum. 

We paid the usual statutory visits during the year, in the 
course of which all parts of the buildings used by patients Avere 
inspected, and we also saw all the cases on the books, except 
a very few (specially noted) who happened to be absent at the time 
of the inspection. 

The licences and other papers were also examined. 

Mechanical restraint in many of the Institutions was not 
employed at all, and on the whole was little resorted to. 

The provision made for the celebration of Diving Service was 
found on the whole sufficient, and in general the occupation and 
amusement of the patients were reasonably well provided for, 
although some Institutions were capable of improvement in 
these respects. 
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Private Asylums and Mental Hospitals. 


No exception was taken to the dietary in any instance, but 
the state of the patients’ clothing, in some cases, was not 
altogether satisfactory. 

The numbers of the nursing staffs were, in practically every 
case, adequate. 

The following is a general summary of the condition of each 
when 'nspected : — 

Armagh Retreat. — This House continues to be maintained in 
excellent order. 

Belmont Park. — The condition of this House was found 
satisfactory. 

Bloomfield. — This Institution is maintained at its usual 
high standard. 

Carriglea.-— T his House continues to be kept in excellent 
order. 

Elm Lawn. — The patients in this House were found in a satis- 
factory state, and the house itself cleanly kept, but some painting, 
papering and renewal of furniture are required as soon as war 
conditions permit. 

Farnham House and Maryville. — The condition of these 
Houses was cleanly, and the patients properly cared for, but 
here also the need was evident for painting, papering, and 
renewals of furniture, as soon as the facilities for obtaining 
materials and skilled labour become normal. )Some other 
suggestions were also made in our reports on inspection. 

Hampstead. — This House was maintained in its usual excellent 
order. 

HartfieT;D House. — A s already stated this House has been 
closed. 

HiGHFiELD.-r-This House continues to be maintained in excel- 
lent order. 

Lindville. — This House w&s in good order but further painting 
and renewals will be required as soon as conditions are more 
favourable. 

House of St. John of God. — The general condition of this 
House was excellent, but we have again had to call attention 
to the want of tidiness in the clothing of some of the patients, 
while a certain number were insufficiently clad. We have also 
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fplt it necessary to inform the authorities of the religious Order 
which manages the Institution that in future it cannot be used 
for the treatment of acute and troublesome cases. 

St. Pateioks’ Hospital (including St. Edmundsbuey). — 
Both establishments were as usual found in excellent order 
tlu'oughout. 

St. Vincent’s. — This Institution has lieen ke]it in excellent 
order. 

Stewart Institution. — Both dejiartments of this Institution, 
tlie Mental Hospital and the Imbecile Division, continue to be 
exceedingly well kept. 

Veeville. — This House has been upon the whole maintained 
in good order. 

Woodbine Lodge. — This House has lieen closed owing to 
the deatli of the Proprietress. 

VOLUNTAKY BOARDERS. 

As stated in previous Reports, a number of the Asylums receive 
patients who enter voluntarily under conditions laid down by 
us. On the 31st December, 1918, the total number of such 
voluntary boarders resident in all the Private Asylums and 
Mental Hospitals was 48, viz. : — 35 males and 13 females, as 
compared with 36 (27 males and 9 females) on the 31st December, 
1917. During the year 1918, 94 voluntary boarders (84 males 
and 10 females) were admitted ; 76 (71 males and 5 females) 
left or were certified as insane ; and 5 males and 1 female died. 

The statistics relative to these Institutions will be found in 
Appendix D.

It will, accordingly, be necessary, in calculating superannuation 
allowances or contributions, to reckon payments by way of War 
Bonus as part of the “ salary or wages and emoluments ” on 
which such allowances or contributions are based.
